President Asks tor Halt Million 


Men for Army at Once. 


Washington, April 3.— President W il­ 
son, addressing congress convened in 
extra session, s|K»ke as follows: 
‘‘J have called the congress into ex 
traordinarv session because there are 
serious, very serious, choices of policy 
to be made, and made 
immediately. 
which it was neither right nor con 
stitutionally permissible that I should 
assume the responsibility of making. 
"On tho third of February, last, I 
officially laid before you the extraor 
(Unary announcement of the imperial 
German government that on and after 
the first day of February it was its 
purpose to put aside all restraints of 
law or of humanity and use its sub 
marines 
to 
sink 
every vessel 
that; 
sought to approach either the ports of j 
Great Britain aud Ireland or the west-i 
cm coasts of 
Europe or any of the j 
ports controlled 
by the enemies of i 
Germany within tile Mediterranean. 


Germans Promised to Obey Rules.

last year the imperial government had 
somewhat restrained the commanders 
of its undersea craft 
in conformity

“ The precautions taken were meager 
and haphazard enough, as was proved 
in distressing instance alter Instance 
in the progress of tire cruel and un 
manly business, hilt a certain degree 
of restraint was observed. 
" T ie new policy has swept every 
restriction 
aside. 
Vessels 
of every) 
kind, whatever their Rag. their char­ 
acter, their cargo, their destination, 
their 
errand, 
have 
b**-n 
ruthlessly! 
rent to the bottom without warning,, 
and without thought of help or m ercy, 
for those 
on 
board, 
the 
vessels of 
friendly neutrals along with those of 
belligerents. 


Even Hospital Ships Sunk. 


"Even hospital ships and ships car­ 
rying reliet to tile sorely bereaved and 
stricken people of Belgium, though the' 
latter were provided with safe con­ 
duct through the proscribed areas by 
the 
German government 
Itself 
and 
were distinguished 
by unmistakable 
marks of identity, have been sunk with 
the same reckless lack of compassion 
or principle. 
"I was. for a little while, unable to 
believe such things would, in fact, be 
done by any 
government 
that had 
hitherto subscribed to 
the humane 
practices of civilized nations. 
“ International law had its origin in 
the attempt to set up some law. which 
would be respected and observed upon 
the sea6, where no nation had right of 
domain and where lay the free high 
ways of the world. 
“ By painful stage after «tage has 
that law been built up with meager 
enough results, indeed, after all wa° 
accomplished 
that 
could 
be accom­ 
plished that could be accomplished, 
but always with a clear view, at least. 
of what the heart and conscience of 
mankind demanded. 


Swept Aside by Germany. 


"This minimum of right the German 
government has swept aside under the 
plea of retaliation and necessity and 
because it had no weapons which it 
could use at sea except these, which it 
Is impossible to employ as it is em­ 
ploying them without throwing to the 
winds all scruples of humanity or of 


respect {st Ute understandings tfcJH 


were supposed to underlie the inter­ 
course of the world. 
“ I am not now thinking of the loss 
of property Involved, immense and se­ 
rious as that is. but only of the wan­ 
ton and wholesale destruction of the 
live* of noncombatants, men. women 
and 
children, 
engaged 
in 
pursuits 
which have always, even in the dark­ 
est periods of modern history, been 
deemed innocent and legitimate. 
"Property inn be paid for; the lives 
of peaceful and innocent people cannot 
be. 
"The present German submarine war­ 
fare against commerce is a warfare 
against mankind 
It is a war against 
all 
nations. 
American 
ships 
have 
been sunk. American lives taken, in 
ways which 
it has 
stirred us very 
deeply to learn of, but the ships and 
people of other neutral and friendly 
nations 
have been sunk and 
over­ 
whelmed In the waters in the same 


way. 
There has been no discrim ina­ 
tion. 
The challenge is to ail mankind. 


Urges Temperate Judgment. 


“ Each nation must decide for itself 
how it will meet it. 
The choice we 
make for ourselves must be made with 
a mederatioii of counsel ana a tem­ 
perateness of judgment befitting our 
character and our motives as a nation. 
"W e must put excited feeling away. 
Our motive will not be revenge or the 
victorious 
assertion of the 
physical 
might of tile nation, but only the vin­ 
dication of right, of human right, of 
w hich we are only a single champion 
"W hen I addressed the congress on 
the 2Cth of February, last, I thought 
that it would suffice to assert our neu 
tral rights with arms, our right to use 
the? seas against unlawful interference 
our 
right 
to keep our people safe 
against unlawful violence. 
"Hut armed neutrality, it now ap 
pears, is impracticable. 
Because sub 
marines are in effect outlaws, when 
used as the German submarines have 
bee n used against merchant shipping, 
it is impossible to defend ships against 
their attacks, as the law of latlons has 
assumed that merchantmen would de 
fend them siIves against privateers or 
cruisers, 
visible 
craft giving 
chase 
upon the open sea. 
It is common prudence in such cir 
cumstances, grim necessity indeed, tc. 
endeavor to destroy them before they 
have shown th el r own intention. The> 
must be dealt with upon sight, if dealt 
with at all. 


Neutral Rights Are Denied. 


“ The German government denies the 
right of neutrals to use arms st all 
within the areas of the sea which it 
has proscribed, even In the defense 
of rights which no modern publicist 
has ever before questioned their right 
to defend. 
"The intimation 
is conveyed that 
th e 
armed guards which 
we 
h ave 
placed on our merchant ‘ hips will be 
treated as beyond til** pale of law and 
subject to be dealt with as pirate* 
would be. 
“ Armed 
neutrality 
is 
Ineffectual 
enough at best; iii such circumstances 
and in the face of such pretentions i’ 
is worse than ineffectual; it is likely 
once to produce what it was meant 
to prevent; 
it is practically certain 
to draw us into war without either the* 
right or the effectiveness of belitter 
enta, 
"There 
Is one choice we 
cannot 
make. we are incapable of making. We 
w ill not choose the pat th of submit! 
sion and suffer tile most sacred right 
of our nation and our people to be Ig 
nor**d or violate d. 
“ The wrongs against which we nov 
array 
ourselves 
are 
not 
common 
wrongs; they cut to the very roots of 
human life 


Recommends Making War. 


“ W ith a profound sense of the sol­ 
emn and even tragical character o' 
the step I am taking and of the grave 
responsibilities which it involves, but 
in unhesitating obedience to what I 
deem my constitutional duty, I ad vise 
that the congress declare the recent 
course of the imperial German govern 
ment to be in fact nothing less than 
war against the government and peo 
pie of the Toited States; that it for 
madly accept the status of a beHiger 
ent which has thus been thrust upon 
it and that it take immediate steps not 
only to put 
tile country 
in a more 
thorough state of defense, but alao to 
exert all its powers and employ all its 
resources to bring the government of 
the German empire to terms and end 
the war. 
"W h a t this will involve is clear. It 
will involve the utmost 
practicable 
co-operation 
in 
counsel 
and 
action 
with the governments now at war with 
Germany, and. as incident to that, th* 
extension to those governments of the 
most liberal financial credits, in order 
that our resources may. so far as pos 
sible. be added to theirs. 
"It will involve the organization and 
mobilization of all the material re­ 
source* of the country to s u rrL ’ the

States that all India belongs to the 
British and la admininterfHl by them. 
This is an utterly erroneous idea. 
A 
very large and populous portion of the 
peninsula la in the isjsses.sioii of its own 
people, and is ruled by them, with 
little or no Interference from the Brit­ 
ish. 
I have coin«<l the term “Indian 
India” to differentiate between the In­ 
dia b o n g in g to Indians and that in 
the iHMNsession of the British. 
Indian India, with Its area of K*jO,(XK» 
sqtiare miles, Is almost one-third as 
large as continental Unlterl States. Ifs 
population, 78,(MJO,0f)O persons, Is a lit­ 
tle less than fonr-fifths that of this 
country. 
Politically British India is 
united. 
It Is divided Into three presi­ 
dencies and twelve provinces, which 
are under the supreme government of 
India presided *yvcr by the viceroy and 
governor general, who is under the se**- 
rstary of state for India—a member of 
the British cabinet. 
Indian India, on' 
the contrary, is not *)nc p*)litlcal entity.
